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as mistaken and obsolete, in favour of modern 
and up-to-date teachers of our own times. The 
seriousness of this fact cannot be over-esti- 
mated ; its effects are widespread, and seen alike 
in old and young. Destructive of the old faith, 
the New Theology, as many term it, fails to 
construct anything better to take its place, and 
lands many in hopeless and helpless unbelief 
and perplexity. 

The attitude of an /vang-/ical Alliance can 
be none other than direct antagonism to every- 
thing which subverts the Gospel of Christ as 
taught by our Lord, and the Apostles called and 
fitted by Him to make known His will and to 
reveal His truth. It would cease to be Evan- 
gelical were it to be allied with anything contrary 
to what is directly taught in the inspired Word. 
The resolution of the Council, therefore, to 
initiate an earnest campaign against all modern 
attempts to disturb the foundations of the faith 
as they are laid in the Scriptures of God, will 
commend itself to all who value the record and 
revelation God has given. A series of Tracts 
and Treatises on vital points of orthodox belief 
are about to be issued by the Alliance, with a 
view to counteract the evil wrought by the 
propagation of error perilous alike to the faith 
and practice of those beguiled thereby. Earnest 
prayer is asked that the writers may be guided 
by the Spirit of God in their treatment of the 
truths on which they write, and that the Alliance 
may be divinely directed in its efforts to circu- 
late that which is written. The need for wisdom 
in dealing with the existing and prevailing trend 
of things is indeed pressing and great. But to 
be silent is to be guilty of disloyalty to Christ, 
as well as of complicity with His foes. We 
hope to have further details on this subject to 
present to our readers in the next issue of 
EVANGELICAL CHRISTENDOM.

The 

Alliance is constantly receiving 

reLiaious appeals on behalf of persecuted 

PERSECUTION. Christians in various parts, in 

some cases being able to give wise 

counsel, and in others assisting temporal needs 
_ of relief from special funds for the purpose. 

An interesting case has just been occupying 


the attention of the Council, that of two Pro- 
testants in Portugal accused of “ insulting the 
religion of the state by uttering speeches, prayers, 
and hymns of the Protestant religion,” &c. 
Enquiries and correspondence on this matter 
have been proceeding for some months, but, 
happily, we are in receipt of news from an 
authoritative source that the accused have been 
acquitted, and so the trouble is over. Com- 
menting on this case, our correspondent says :— 
“ Little by little, the principle of liberty of con- 
science is taking root in the public feeling, and 
the judges would hardly venture to condemn 
to-day as they did a quarter of a century ago.” 
This is good news ; evident fruit of the deputa- 
tion from the Alliance to the King of Portugal in 
1901, when assurances were given by his Majesty 
that “it was his distinct wish that religious 
liberty should be granted to all Protestant 
Christians throughout his dominions, and that 
it was his determination to enforce this rule.” 
The present case has ended happily, but the 


Evangelical Alliance still needs to keep a 
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watchful eye on the religious condition of 
Christendom, and desires, whenever possible, 
to exert its influence in the interests of those 
persecuted for Christ's sake. 

This is a privilege in which Christians of all 
denominations are called to share, and ought to 
share, for “if one member (of Christ) suffer, 
all the members suffer with it." This aspect of 
Alliance work alone is sufficient reason for 
joining its world-wide fellowship.

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The Ties that Bind England and Germany. 


SPECIAL ties bind together some of God's children. 
When the great Diamond Jubilee of the Evan. 
gelical Alliance is celebrated, British Christians will 
certainly extend the same warm hand of welcome 
to all fellow-believers who will come to London in 
July, 1907, from all parts of the globe ; but, perhaps, 
there will be, after all, a special tie uniting some of 
the visitors. As to us, I can say that many Chris- 
tians in Germany are more willing to come to 
London than to any other place in the world. 

The first tie which binds Great Britain and 
Germany is the oneness of the race. Of course, 
the historical development always creates new 
differences among those nations which are leading 
their own national life, but it takes a long time, 
after all, before the racial oneness is really des- 
troyed. The writer of these lines was engaged in a 
diplomatic house in London, he therefore always saw 
a number of foreigners in London ; but it was easy 
for him to see how much nearer he felt himself to 
English people than to the foreigners of the Latin 
or Slavonic races. He never much cared for the 
word “continent” when he heard it used at 
Christian conferences in England, because it threw 
together in one great mass a number of races and 
nationalities from whom he felt far more separated 
than from England. Sometimes quarrels between 
brothers are-the sharpest, and it may be that tem- 
porarily also nations of the same race get irritated 
against each other on questions of political 
interest. Such feelings should, however, always 
be driven back again by the oneness of the race. 
This first tie is one lving in the laws of nature itself. 
There are others which, though not so impor- 
tant in themselves, have received a backbone, 
by historical development. Of such, | should 
like to mention the family ties between the royal 
house of Great Britain and the royal house of 
Prussia, and some smaller ‘German dynasties. 
Once in reading a biography of your gréat and 
good Queen Victoria | was struck by a notice, 
that the British nation had often been afraid that 
political matters might be influenced by the re- 
lations of the Queen to smaller German states. 
Though there was, in truth, no reason to be afraid 
of that, can we not say at the present moment, 
when the marriage of the Queen of Spain deeply 
grieved all Protestant hearts, how much more

fortunate is the marriage of an English prince or 
princess to a German prince than that! 

This leads me at once to the third tie: | mean, 
the tie of common Protestantism. elore entering 
into the deeper side of religious life, let me take 
Protestantism here as a great national and political 
principle. Because both countries are Protestant 
the Church of Rome nowhere enjoys such liberty 
as in England and Germany. And how she uses it! 
It is not liberty that Rome wants. She claims 
rule, and so she does everything in her power to 
obtain this ruling position if both countries. She 
will not conquer in the end. We have begun to 
throw off something of the political yoke of Rome 
at the last elections, but very hard strife will have 
to be fought out yet in both couniries. The 
principle of religious liberty will not ultumately 
benefit those who are the greatest opponents 
Though both our countries have a strong Koman 
Catholic population, they are entirely l’rotestant 
in their way of thinking. The kings of Prussia 
have received into their country the Protestant 
exiles from France and from Bohemia. It is a 
great thing to feel that the open Bible belongs to 
the great national principles of our two countries. 

But let us turn now from such general principles 
to vital personal religion. There has always been — 
a close association between the religious efforts of 
England and Germany. Some of the first mis- 
sionaries sent out by British societies were Germans. 
Wesley received his first vital impulses by emis- 
saries of the Moravian brethren going out to 


. America. A number of Germans have made 
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England their home, and have shone there as 
bright lights for the Master —of course, after having 
experienced something of the influence of their 
adopted country. Let me only quote an example. 
George Miiller, of Bristol, and recently our friend 
Dr. ‘Baedeker, whose loss we just felt. On the 
other side vast impulses of practical Christianity 
have gone over from England to Germany. Sun- 
day schools, Young Men’s and Young Women’s 
Christian Associations, Bible Societies, and many 
other works have always received new impulses 
from England.

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Matters of Moment in 


Two interesting letters have reached us from 
Malta. 

Writing on January 31st, our correspondent 
says 

“I dare say you would hear from Rev. G. A. 
Sim that we observed the Week of Prayer here. 
A sharp attack of influenza prevented me from 
being at the first meetings, but in the latter part 
of the week they were very good. There is some. 
thing very inspiring in knowing that one is joining 
with a vast company of believers all over the globe 
im prayer and praise and supplication. 

“I hope you may be guided and directed in all 
your plans for the great gathering in July. So 
many delegates gathering from all parts and 
communing together on things pertaining to the 
Kingdom should give a great impetus to the 
spreading of the glorious evangel. 

“We noticed that you keep Malta to the fore in 
the December number. I am wondering if you 
are aware that the Roman Catholic authorities here 
did not take ‘No’ for an answer even when the 
Archbishop's protest was sent to the King. Two 
more memorials were sent—one, resolutions passed 
_ ata public meeting; the other, an appeal from all 
the Canons (twenty-one) of the Cathedral Church, 
asking that Lord Elgin’s despatch might be re- 
scinded. The Government, of course, stood firm. 
The correspondence was submitted to both Houses 
of Parliament. Should you not have seen it, kindly 
let me know, and | will send you the whole thing 
as published in the Daily Malta Chronicle. 
_ “There is a decided movement here, and in the

The Roman Catholic ecclesiastics still wield, how- 
ever, despotic powers, and liberty of conscience is 
unknown. We are praying here on the spot, and 
greatly value your kindly interest at home. The 
points you mention—(1) civil marriage, (2) dis- 
semination of Gospels in the vernacular—are of 
extreme importance. 

“Other matters are—ceasing to pay the present 
compliments and salutes to the Roman Catholic 
Bishop (he has the title of Archbishop, but not of 
Malta—only of Rhodes). Secular papers in touch 
with naval and military matters have described this 
as a monstrous anomaly. The Commander-in- 
Chief of the Mediterranean Squadron is not thus 
honoured ; neither, of course, is the Anglican Bishop 
—only the Governor, as representing the King, is

“The question of civil marriage is one of the 
utmost urgency, and it is to be sincerely hoped 
the Colonial Office will deal with it, and that very 
soon. 

“ To buttress up the extravagant Roman Catholic 
claims history has been deliberately falsified, and 
the rising eration of Maltese in the schools are 
being taught a false version of how the Island came 
into our possession. 

“ The greatest drawback of all is that hitherto it 
has been found impossible to get any version of 
the Gospel circulated amongst the Maltese.

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The State of Spain. 


By Bishop Cabrera. 


NEVER in my life was the moral and social con- 
dition of Spain so critical as it has been during 
the last few months. The marriage of our King 
with an English Princess and the advent of the 
Liberal party to power seemed to foreshadow a 
change of character in our Government and the 
mauguration of the reign of civil and religious 
liberty. The Vatican influence in the Palace has, 
however, triumphed, the Liberal party has fallen, 
and we are once more under the dominion of the 
Clerncal party. As a dream the hope of the nation 
has disappeared, and our unhappy condition will 
daily become worse. Lehind everything stands, 
in my opinion, the religious question. The Clericals 
have for their banner Romanism, and the traditional 
religion of the country gives them strength. The 
Liberals believe in democracy, but indifference eats 
the hfe of some away and scepticism devours the 
rest. Thus the struggle is jomed between super- 
stition and infidelity. As superstition implies 
some faith—although a very strange faith—it has 
on its side the greater hope of victory, if a new 
factor does not enter into the conflict: the new 
factor cannot be any other than the Gospel of our 
Lord Jesus Christ. 

Rut apart from the influence which the Gospel 
can have -on the moral and social condition of 
Spain, to which as a Spaniard I cannot be in. 
different, | confess | am much more interested 
in another aspect of the question. National well- 
being, although important, is perishable: the 
spiritual well-being of souls, which is the most 
desirable of all, is eternal. It is sad indeed to 
see multitudes of men, some living in gross super- 
stition, others dwelling in indifference and unbelief. 
We who preach the Gospel have cause for gratitude, 
for every day new souls are coming to the feet of 
Christ. How few we are to evangelize eighteen 
million souls! We are profoundly distressed 
because we cannot even go to the places which 


clamour for the Gospel and would welcome our 
visits. There is an imperative call for more 
workers, and consequently for greater help to 
extend our mission field and bring the bread of 
life to many souls. 

The circumstances of to-day are propitious for 
our work and for the extension of our Church. We 
enjoy to-day more liberty than in the past, and I 
ain convinced that under no political change will 
this liberty be diminished. The resident English 
in Madrid are of this opinion, for they are about 
to build a church. Our English and Irish friends 
would do a good work if they increased the help 
which up to this they have generously given for 
the spiritual welfare of Spain. It is imperatively 
necessary to acquire and arrange a place for 
services in Valencia where our mission can publicly 
hold worship. The brethren now meet in small 
groups in a private room, and sew is the time for 
them to let their light shine and be a centre of 
illumination for their fellow-citizens. 

Writing of the material aid needed for the ex- 
tension of our work, I must allude to the increase 
in the value of Spanish money. During the last 
year exchange has fallen, which implies the increase 
of the value of money; but this does not mean 
that we enjoy greater prosperity. Taxes in all 
classes have increased; the necessaries of life 
have not decreased in price: bread and oil have 
increased, and we receive our help in Spanish 


“money. Thus it happens that the rise in the value 


of our money, which at first sight would seem to 
be beneficial, is in this case unfavourable, for it is 
most prejudicial to the funds of our Society. 

Let us place our confidence in God and hope 
that He will come to our help in our hour of need. 
The work we do is not ours: it is for the glory of 
God, for the extension of the kingdom of His 
blessed Son and the spiritual well-being of souls.

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China and the Future. 


To those who have eyes to behold, it is patent 
that the attitude of China toward the West is at 
present undergoing a radical change. The most 
remarkable evidence of this was given in her 
recently expressed desire for Western education. 
Those who have the welfare of that great land at 
heart, earnestly desire that this education should 
be Christian, and not merely Western. RKemember- 
ing the size of China and the paucity of workers, it 
is manifestly impossible for any one Missionary 
Society—or, indeed, all the Societies, each in its 
separate sphere—to meet the demand. Much 
depends upon what the Church is going to do, and 
as yet her attitude is that of profound apathy 
toward the whole question. 

It was with the twofold object of ascertaining the 
most effective means of arousing the Christian 
Church at home to a realization of her responsibility 
at this moment, and of discovering the best way in 
which to meet China’s demand for education, that 
Dr. Campbell Morgan imvited a number of 
representatives of the leading Missionary Societies 
and others to meet Mr. Swift and himself at 
Westminster Chapel on Wednesday morning, 
January joth, at nine o'clock, for breakfast and 
conference. ~

ian pupils, and should be worked with a view to 
sound education and Christian influence. 

That greater attention be given to the training 
of the one hundred and fifty thousand Church 
members at present in China, with a view to future 
work as pastors, teachers, &c. 

That efforts should be made to send Christian 
teachers to the University of Japan, and thus 
influence the sixteen thousand Chinese at present 
studying there that they may return to their own 
land not merely Westernized, but Christian, and 
thus contribute to the evangelization of their fellow - 
countrymen. 

The importance of unity was repeatedly em- 
phasized, among the leaders at home, as well as 
It was, 
however, pointed out that unity did not necessarily 
mean uniformity, and the advisibility of enth 
and utilizing existing organizations wherever pos 
sible was urged. 

It was reported that the Foreign Missionary 
Secretaries’ Association are endeavouring to 
arrange for a large public meeting in the interests 
of China at the Albert Hall in the autumn, 
October 31st being the proposed date. 

In order that some practical endeavour might 
result from this gathering, it was resolved to meet 


‘quarterly, and a) small executive committee was 
appointed to prepare a programme of practi¢al 


work for the next meéeting.— Westminster Record.

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Christian Union and the Masses. 


By the Rev. R. Fotheringham, M.A. 


(Blackheath Congregational Church.) 


Address given at our Plymouth Convention. 


THERE is no one who would venture to deny the 
fact that there is, at the present time, a great 
divergence between the Church and the masses ; 
we are to a large extent out of touch with the 
great masses of population in this country. 

Some three or four years ago a census of church 
attendance throughout London was taken by the 
Daily News, and, taking South London as a whole, 
statistics worked out like this : One man out of every 
twelve and one woman out of 
every ten, in South London, 
were in the habit of attending 
some place of worship — it 
might be a church, or a chapel, 
or a mission hall, or a Salva- 
tion Army barracks, or any 
kind of place where a religious 
service was held at all. The 
census was made very wide, 
and when it was taken | do 
not think any one was allowed 
to escape notice who did at- 
tend any place of worship on 
Sundays. That means that 
the vast proportion of our 
population is not in touch at 
all with the Christian Church. 

One hears continually dis- 
cussions as to the reason of 
this, and as to how it may be 
remedied. Some people are 
quite sure, for example, that 
the real blame lies in the 
caste system, which is so 
great a part of our social life—the great gulf that 
lies between the rich and the poor and the in- 
numerable other gulfs fixed between the various 
grades of society ; for, as you go down, there are as 
great gulfs fixed between one street in East London 
and another as between any street of villas in 
Blackheath and the slums of East Greenwich. 
There are many people who contend that it is this 
social caste which is the great barrier in keeping 
the masses away from the Churches and alienating 
their sympathies from the Christian Churches as a 
whole. 


There are others who would find a remedy in a 
re-modelling of our methods. A great many people 
seem to be convinced that the only thing necessary, 
in order to reconcile the Churches and the masses, 
is some kind of machinery—different buildings, or 
a different kind of service, or different kind of 
preaching. They seem to be convimeed that by 


gome re-adjustment. of methods might be 


possible to bridge the gulf between the Church 
Py and the masses. 

There are others who do not 
hesitate to say that it is our 
out-of-date theology that is to 
blame. They say we have 
lost touch with the working 
classes, because. they have 
grown intelligent, and we who 
unworthily occupy the pulpits 
are not abreast of the times 
in which we five. 

There are others who say 
that because the Church has 
ceased to be a leader in the 
various social movements of 
the day, and has allowed 
social development to run 
along lines outside her r- 
ders, therefore the Church of 
Christ has lost touch with the 
masses. 

To my mind the solemn

question is not so much that 
the masses do not go to 
church. That, I am sorry to 
say, is the fact. But the thing that is even more 
terrible and solemn than this is that, as far as 
I can find—and I have made enquiries of working 
men over and over again—the Churches of to-day 
do not even have the respéct of the masses; they 
do not look upon the Churches of Christ as being 
representative of Jesus Christ, they do not look 
upon the Churches of Christ as holding up a high 


_ ideal of holy life, and as being the home of a lofty 


standard of holy living and practice. They have 
lost their respect for the Churches of Christ. | 
venture to say that, whatever the denomination of 


nest 
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the Church may be, the masses are not only out of 
touch with the Churches, but they have lost respect 
for the Churches. This is a very solemn and 
serious question that we, as Christians, ought to 
face. 

Speaking for myself, from what | have gathered 
as I have spoken with men, | do not think that the 


difficulty lies in a question of methods, or in a 


question of theology, or in a question of social 
systems, or anything of the kind. The central 
difficulty of all lies in the unworthiness, the incon. 
sistencies of the lives of Christian men and 
Christian women who represent the Churches. | 
say that with all solemnity and earnestness to- 
night; I always feel that is an argument that | 
cannot answer. When you are brought face to 
face with men who tell you about an employer who 
says he is a Christian, and that they would rather 
work with an employer who did not profess to be a 
Christian; and when people tell you about 
Christians, that they “know about their tricks,” 
one begins to ask, Is the Church worthy to repre- 
sent her Lord upon this earth ? 

To-night we meet together as members of this 
great Evangelical Alliance, and we have before us 
one great Christian virtue which the Alliance seeks 
to foster, namely, that of Christian brotherhood, 
Christian love, and Christian charity. Well, that 
stands in the very forefront of the fruits of the 
Spirit. The first thing of all is Love. “ Herein 
shall all men know that ye are My disciples, if ye 
love one another. 

One is constantly hearing this urged as an 
excuse for an alienation from church life: that the 
Churches cannot agree among themselves, that we 
are all flying at one another, that we do not agree 
one with the other as to what it is we are seek- 
ing to do. I remember reading in Mr. J. A. 
Symonds’ “ Studies and Sketches in Italy,” a little 
story. He tells how, in a certain town, he entered, 
one day, an old curiosity shop. After various 
curios had been shown to him, the old man who 
kept the shop said, “ There is one other thing that 
perhaps you would like to see.” Then the old 
man showed him a crucifix made of ordinary 
wood, and quite roughly carved. There was the 
figure of Christ upon it, and, where the five wounds 
were, it had been reddened to look like blood. Mr. 
Symonds held this crucifix in his hand and looked 
at it, and could. see nothing extraordinary. The 
old man, who wanted to sell it, took it from his 
hand and touched a little steel knob at the top, and 
then the crucifix came in two parts, and he drew 
out, as from a scabbard, a poniard. A sword ina 
crucifix! I am afraid that a poniard in a crucifix 
is of very old date. It goes back, at least, as far 


as the days of the apostle Paul, when he wrote to 
the Philippians, and said, “Some indeed preach 
Christ even of envy and strife.” There were 
Judaizing teachers, most zealous in their preaching 
of Christ, but their zeal was not that they might 
win souls ; they preached Christ in order to con- 
trovert the views of the apostle. I am afraid that 
was not confined to those people to whom the 
apostle wrote, but that in our own time one has 
sometimes seen the stiletto, the poniard, concealed 
m the crucifix. 

I do not want to conceal the fact that there are 
radical differences at the present time that we have 
to face, and which it is perfectly right that we 
ought to face. There is nothing inconsistent with 
the most earnest Christian life in our differing one 
from another on points such as the points that we 
have to deal with at the present day. But there 
is something absolutely contradictory to the spirit 
of Christianity if bitterness creeps in, if uncharit- ~ 
ableness creeps in, if want of brotherly love creeps 
in, and if we cannot conduct these discussions in 
the spirit of Jesus Christ our Lord. I fear that 
bitterness and strife have done something to alienate 
the masses from the Churches to-day. 

There are so many things in which we are one. 
We are all one when we sing. Our hymn books 
all contain hymns written by men of other denomi- 
nations; we have there representatives of every 
section of the Church, and we all feel, as we sing 
their hymns, that they voice for us our spiritual 
needs and aspirations and prayers. 

We are one when we pray. I think of the 
Universal Week of Prayer, and to my mind one of 
the most beautiful things about the Evangelical 
Alliance Prayer Meeting is that you cannot tell, 
when you hear a brother pray, to what denomina- 
tion he belongs. In prayer we are ali perfectly 
one. When listening to prayer after prayer rising 
from men who belong to different Churches. end 
hold different views and opinions, one cannot help 
being reminded of that epitaph which appears over 
some of the soldiers that died in the American 
War: “ Who they were no man knows; wéa/ 
they were all men know.” When one hears people 
praying at the Evangelical Alliance prayer meet- 
ings, one would say, “Who they are I do not 
know; I cannot tell what denomination thev 
belong to. But what they are I do know—they 
are earnest Christian men. We are all one when 
we meet together for prayer. | 

We are all one in the mission field. I *-ow 
that in some parts of the field the Roman Catholics 
have been a source of great trouble and danger to 
our work, in China particularly. But if you leave 
the Roman Catholics out of account, all the other 
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missionary societies are absolutely one in their 
aim and work and sympathies. | want to ask 
to-night why, in the more difficult missionary work 
—for it is more difficult—the missionary work at 
home, we should not be more one, and why we 
should not be able to show to the world a united 
front, that we have at beart one great aim, and 
that we are all striving for the same thing. We 
ought to be able to reach a point at which our 
differences fall away. 

Mr. W. W. Jacobs has entertained us with 
stories of men who go down to the sea in their 
little ships. In one of his stories he tells about a 
certain captain and mate who had a quarrel. The 
mate made use of language that he ought not to 
have given vent to, and had been guilty of conduct 
quite against the rules. It was understood on 
board that as soon as they reached port, the 
captain was going to law with the mate. But, just 
the day before they got to port, a man fell over- 
board, and was picked up im an unconscious con- 
dition, and laid on deck. The captain knelt down 
on one side and the mate on the other, and they 
began to use means to restore animation. At last 
the man began to breathe again, and the captain 
was so delighted that he looked to the mate and 
said, “ With regard to that little difference of ours, 
that's of.” When it comes to raising dead men to 
‘We again, when we are working side by side for 
the one great end of restoring animation in the 
souls of men dead in trespasses and sins, cannot 
we look across that work and say, “ With regard to 
these little differences of ours, they're of"? I 
wish Christians would say it. 

May | venture, in all modesty, just to tell you 
something we have been doing at Blackheath ? 
We have tried there to show that, after all, with 
regard to these differences of ours, they are off 
when we come to the one main point. It was some 
three or four years ago—and I want to pay a 
tribute to the man who has been working with me 
through these years—just at the time when the 
bitterness caused by the new Education Act was 
at its very height, and I personally had taken a 
strong position in the matter—I was chairman of 
the Passive Resisters’ League in my district—it 
was at that time when feeling was running very 
high, and when there had come out these statistics 
showing the terrible lack of attendance at any place

of worship in South London. One day | was talk- 
ing to my friend and neighbour, Canon Barnes- 
Lawrence. We were deploring the fact that there 
was such bitterness of spirit abroad, and that there 
was such a strange divergence between the masses 
and attendance at places of worship. We had not 
very much to complain about in oar district, com- 
paratively, because in our own district the propor. 
tion of attendances was something like one in four, 
so that, perhaps, we might not have taken it so 
much to heart as some people. But we were feel- 
ing it very keenly. I said, “Could not we do 
something together, showing that we do feel this 
very keenly? Could not we have united evangel- 
istic services, say, once a month together, on 
some neutral ground?" Canon Barnes-Lawrence 
promised to think about it. He did so, and, 
finally, we decided to make an attempt. We took 
the large Concert Hall in Blackheath, which holds 
two thousand people, and began our experiment 
by announcing that we would have a united 
evangelistic service one Sunday evening. That 
first night we had the hall ciowded to the doors. 
We hold them once a month through the winter, 
and the hall is always full. We get men and 
women there who go to no other place of worship, 
and they recognize these services as theirs. It has 
taken away a good deal of bitterness and strife 
that used to pervade our neighbourhood, and there 
is a more Christian spirit throughout the district 
than there used to be. The results have been 
very blessed. 

We also had a united mission, and a great num- 
ber of souls were gathered into the kingdom of 
God. We are going to have another mission, 
when we hope to have another glorious time. |! 
have just come from the Convention at Blackheath. 
We used to have this convention confined to a few 
people. Most of the Free Churches would have 
nothing to do with it. At the convention meeting, 
last night, as I looked round, ! was delighted to see 
that there were representatives present from every 
Christian Church in the neighbourhood, all meeting 
together that they might seek a richer blessing 
from God, and a deeper spiritual life in Jesus 
Christ. It seems to me that, as we are one in aim, 
we may expect a deepening of spiritual life, and 
expect to be able the better to carry on Jesus 
Christ’s work in the world.

been translated into several languages. 


Com. Matteo Prochet — 


Another striking personality has been removed 
in the death of Dr. Prochet, of Rome. For thirty- 
five years he directed the work in Italy of the 
Waldensian Church Missions. He was called 
home on February 16th, after a short attack of 
pneumonia. Writing of his life, Signor Arturo 
Muston says Endowed with a strong con- 
stitution, Dr. Prochet had at his command a 
choice instrument from which he could exact the 
most extensive and laborious services. No one 
will ever know the watchings, the struggles, the 
excessive labours, the fatiguing journeys he had to 
endure without any apparent effect on his health. 
He had a most remarkable memory, which he 
retained in its freshness even to his last years. 
What he treasured up in it was phenomenal. Onc 
must have lived in close intimacy with him to know 
how much he drew out of his inexhaustible re- 
serves, in which names, dates, incidents, discourses, 
narratives, facts, events, the most varied know- 
ledge, seemed to be collected as in a repertory. 


“If Matteo Prochet had followed a political 


career, we should often have seen him at the 
head of ministerial power. He understood men, 
and knew how to avail himself of this knowledge 
to lead and rule them. 

“His spiritual gifts were those which made 
Matteo Prochet what he was in the bosom of the 
Alps, a prophet of the Most High, with a mission as 
specific as was that of Moses and Samuel. He 
was a man of personal piety—not ostentatious, not 
vapoury and mystical, but solid. He knew in what 
and in whom he had believed, and felt the need of 
constantly strengthening his faith by drawing living 
water from the Word and from divine Grace. 

* Enrolled in the Army of Christ, he believed in 
the coming of His kingdom in Italy, and for this 
end he devoted to it all his peculiar gifts referred 
to above. He kept back nothing for himself, but 
offered all to his Master whom he loved with the 
love that not only gives but gives itself. ; 


“ He had neither taste nor time for theological 
subtleties ; he valued and rested upon the central 
and foundation Truth of the Gospel; from this 
he never ; on this he built up his 
spiritual life ; from this he drew the motive power 
and energy of his marvellous evangelistic activity. 

“ Matteo Prochet was a choice gift from God to 
the Waldensian Church; but though persuaded 
that the mission was providentially assigned by the 
Lord to this his church for the evangelization of 
his country, he knew no narrowness or intolerance, 
fervently repeating the orayer that is Christian 
par excellence, ‘Thy Kingdom come, he was 
ready to salute in hope the future Chiesa Evan- 
gelica Italia.”

The Alliance in Sweden. 


THERE is much brotherly love and unity amongst 
Churches and Christians in Sweden. We shall 
welcome at the forthcoming International Con- 
ference delegates representing various sections 
of the Christian community, including, it is hoped, 
Prince and Princess Oscar Bernadotte. The 
Council are arranging to send a deputation— 
probably the Rev. F. S. Webster, Rev. W. Fuller 
(,ooch, and the General Secretary—to Scandinavia 
in the autumn, arrangements for which will be 
concluded with the delegates visiting London next 
July. 

In the meantime we rejoice in new Alliance 
interest in Sweden, and quote from a recent letter 
received 

“At the meeting of the Stockholm Evangelical 
Ministers’ Union, which comprises nearly a hundred 
members from all denominations, it was unani- 
mously declared that the» Evangelical Alliance 
deputation would receive a most hearty welcome if 
it came to Stockholm. 

“ We have in Stockholm : 

“(1) The Swedish Sunday School Union, the 
committee of which is composed of members of 
different denominations, and which, through the 
agency of its thirteen Sunday-school ‘missioners,’ 
endeavours to work all over the country on a 
common alliance basis. 

“(2) There is International Bible-reading 
Union with 35,000 members and 600 secretaries 
spread over different parts of the land, which is 
also unsectarian. 

“* The Sunday School Friend’ is the organ of 
the first- named Union, and ‘Sunshine’ of the 
latter. 

“«3) We have here a committee for Evangelical 
mussion work in Russia, which is composed of 
members of various denominations, and founded 
on Alliance principles. 

“\4) We have Stockholm’s Evangelical Ministers’ 
Union, which comprises nearly 100 members from 
the Lutheran State Church, the Methodists, 
Baptists, and Swedish Missionary Union, &c. 
These have a private meeting once a month, at 
the home of one or another of the members. 
Occasionally an extra meeting is held, when the 
wives of the members are also present. At the 
last gathering it was resolvéd to hold a fraternal 
meeting at Blasieholms Church (States church) on 
February 20th, when brethren belonging to the 


different denominations will give short addresses. 


‘It would be of unspeakable interest if the Secretary 


of the Evangelical Alliance could be present at that 
meeting. I venture to say that if he comes to 
Stockholm the Evangelical Ministers’ Union will 
gladly welcome him to take part in their meetings. 

“(s5) We have here an Alliance Committee for 
work among the young, that has for its aim the 
promotion of a deeper devotion to the Lord 
Jesus Christ and His cause in the organizations 
for the young that already exist within the different 
denominations. 

“The writer has during the last few years been 
present at most of the meetings held by all the 
organizations that have been mentioned, and in 
various ways taken part in them, but has never 
yet heard a word of unfriendliness spoken or a 
lack of understanding between the different 
denominations.” 

“ Our motto is St. John xvii. 21.” 


. The Week of Prayer in China.

circulate early a number of copies of the call to prayer, 
giving the suggested topics in Chinese. As you know, 
the Church in China is growing rapidly, and it would be 
a blessing if this Week of Prayer were observed by the 
Chinese Church throughout the land.—Yours faithfully,

‘““ Dear Mr, Gooch,— Many thanks for kindly sending 
us programmes for the Week of Prayer now closing. 
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We were able to again arrange for meetings for prayer 
each day. On last Lord's Day, January 6th, I spoke 
in the a.m. on the suggested topic, and in the p.m. 
some fifty to sixty met for prayer; seeking preparation 
of heart for the week of mectings. I suggested that 
many who would be unable through distance and other 
reasons to meet with us daily should remember the sub- 
ject in their homes day by day. We have had good 
meetings each evening. The average attendance was 
between twenty and thirty. The meetings lasted seventy 
to seventy-five minutes, and about fifty minutes were 


spent im prayer, ten to twenty prayers being offered. 
This evening we specially prayed for China as well as 
for the Jews. In prayer for China praise was offered for 
the general preservation of peace during the past year of 
Thanksgiving was also given for the energy being dis- 
played in Pekin, looking towards the suppression of 
opium. Prayer was offered that God would mightily 
work in China, blessing in each of the 4,000 odd 
stations and out-stations, granting power to the 11,000 
Chinese and foreign workers, and reviving the 150,000 
communicants in the Church of China. The Lord 
graciously work! I plan to speak to-morrow (Lord's 
Day) on January 16th, 7 to 11: the Holy Spirit's 
work of comforting and reproving.—With Christian 
regards, yours sincerely, W. T.” 


English Baptist Mission, 
Chouts un, Shantung, China, 
January 25th, 1907. 


** Dear Sir,—You will be glad to know that in accord 
with the praying band which now circles the globe, our 
Christians in this city united for prayer every evening 
from § to 6 o'clock from January 7th to tath, and 
joined our petitions with our Christian brethren in other 
lands. We had an attendance of from twenty to thirty 
every evening, and after explanation of the subjects and 
objects for which our prayers were desired, the reading 
of the Scriptures, and the singing of suitable hymns, we 
joined most heartily in our prayers for those things on 
which we were agreed, and as per the programme you 
had sent us. 

** Thus in the middle of a heathen city of, say, 100,000 
souls a little praying band were gathered, adding another

“Dear Sir,— 1 desire to thank you for your letter of 
October last, and also a copy of EVANGELICAL 
Curistenpom, which reached me yesterday. I now 
have the pleasure of giving you a few particulars of some 
special prayer meetings which were held in Wei-hai-Wei 
at the beginning of this month—that is to say, from the 
6th to the 13th inst. 

‘* We counted it a very great privilege to join with our 
fellow-believers the wide world over at that time for 
prayer. y 

“' The copies of the programme you sent me I distributed 
to my fellow-workers in this district. 

‘Night by night in Wer-hai-wei we came together with 
the Chinese Christians and others. The plan adopted 
by us was for one of the workers to give a short address 
especially calling attention to the suggested topics for 
prayer, and by doing this the prayers were kept to the 
point. As a rule our Chinese brethren are very ready 
to pray, and I feel sure it would have rejoiced your 
heart’ to have seen the company present and to have 
heard those who once bowed down to idols now pouring 
out their hearts to the living and true God. 

** The interest in the meetings was kept up throughout, 
and we cannot but believe that lasting blessing will be 
the result of so much fervent, united prayer. In addition 
to these Chinese prayer meetings, we arranged two 
special prayer meetings for the workers then in Wei- 
hai-wei. On the Wednesday the workers on the Island 
came across to the mainland to meet with us for prayer, 
and on the Friday we went to the Island to meet with 
our fellow believers there. This was considered to be 
the best plan to adopt. 

** At these two special meetings we sought to remember 
the requests for the first three days on the Wednesday, 
and the last three days on the Friday, thus taking in all 
the subjects for the week. I also wrote to the workers 
in Shih-tao and Wén-téng-hsien, asking them to join in 
prayer, and, if possible, hold special meetings. The 
various topics for prayer were remembered in Shih-tao, 
and I have heard from a brother in Wén-téng-hsien to 
the effect that the meetings there proved very helpful, 
Believing as I most sincerely do in the effectiveness of 
earnest fervefitt prayer I shall be most happy, the Lord 
willing, on another occasion to do all in my power to 
help forward the good work for which you are largely 
responsible. — With hearty Christian greetings, I am, dear 
Sir, yours faithfully in the Master's service, H, S. S.”

Allen Job (a relative of Allen Gardiner), who is 
on his way to the south of l'eru, to take up work among»t 
the Indians under the ‘Regions Beyond’ Mission, 
should arrive in Lima and be present al our meeting. 
Such an incident gave special force to our prayers that 
night. 

“ Again it gave as much joy and strength to realize 
the world. wide sphere and the objects of the Alliance. 
Especially were we strengthened and encouraged by the 
thought that thousands of Christians in all parts of the 
world were uniting in prayer ‘To relieve lersecuted 
Christians in all Countries,’ and ‘ To maintain Religious 
Liberty throughout the World. I Peru we Have 
vo Liseary. All our meetings are primase, 
and the people have to be tendted. Sometimes the 
persecution is very great. As a recent example I may 
quote that a member of our Lima charch who is em- 
ployed as colporteur by the British and Foreign Bible 
Society, was prohibited selling Bibles by the Intendenic 
of Cerco, on January sth last. Night after night 
during. the ‘Week of Prayer’ the matter was carried by 
a unite! congregation to the Throne of Grace, with the 
result that a degree of liberty was granted to the colpor-. 
teur, but we are still far from religious liberty, and 
continue to wail on the Lord in hopeful expectation. 

** We trust that the Evangelical Alliance will keep in 
mind that there is no religious liberty in Peru, and will 
do all in its power to bring about the freedom of worship 
and conscience in this dark priest-ridden land. —Y ours 
sincerely, J].

‘Dear Sit,—-Of the Week of I’rayer (January 6th to 
13th, 1907) ovr mission churches of Sivas and vicinity 
made the appointments and observed them faithfully. 
It was a week of spiritual profit, 

“At Sivas City our chapel was well filled, 250 
people being present every evening. Afier the read. 


ings by the leader, the prayers continued with glad ex. 
pectation, and good heed to the subject till the hour to 
was come. 

“Though it was not a time of ‘ Revival.’ we can 
truly say that such prayerful attention to world-wide 
topics could not but result in a deeper spiritual life and 
a stronger faith in Christ our Lord. 

From our out stations, Tocat and Gtirlin, the reports 
are good, and about to the same effect as that I have 
Seven. 

Divrik is a distant place, where our Church 
has been in a disagreeable, quarrelsome condition. A 
good preacher is there now, who writes that during 
three weeks daily meetings were held, attended by both 
Protestants and Gregorians, the number present being 
more than 200. Many confessions and requests for 
prayer were made, and the spiritual tone and sincerity 
of the prayers was further shown by the usual effect in 
such cases that the unseen forces of the enemy were 
stirred to activity and resistance. — 

“At Endiris (in the north-eastern section of our 
station-field, off towards Erzinghan), our associate, 
Mr. Partridge, was present, and led some of the 
meetings since the preacher there has been sick. The 
congregation is made up of plain people, some of them 
farmers. They took hold of the work of prayer with 
eager delight, and we are hoping that by the blessing 
and guidance of the Lord a charch may soon be organized 
there without further delay. 

“Kara Hissar and Tamgara are distant places where 
the believing disciples are being gathered. Though the 
praying ones were few they were careful to meet and 
seek the Lord during the Week of Prayer. The young 
preacher sends in to us the cheering report that on the 
‘one by one’ principle he has the signatures of twenty- 
nine drunkards that they will forsake their cups, and he 
is working quietly among them from house to house in 
their homes. Some of them are already hopefully con- 
verted, in his judgment, and. by their testimony and 
faithfulness are helpful to him in his ‘ cottage meetings.’ 

‘*Our experiences here are such as to force the con- 
viction upon us that no more difficult field for the herald 
of the Cross is to be found on the face of the earth than 
this in the ‘ Lands of the Bible.’ The power of Islam 
in opposition is fearfully strong, bat with our sacred 
Scriptures intact and the Holy Spirit to apply the 


truth, by faith we see the final triumph that is to come, 
when the Risen Lord shall stretch out the right arm of 
His Salvation and take to Himself the victory. —Mosi

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The Universal Week Prayer. 


By a Member of the London Council. 


REPORTS from an ever-widening area of Alliance 
influence give much cause for thanksgiving. With- 
out doubt the Week of Prayer is a mighty power 
in uniting Christians the world over, creating and 
sustaining the love spirit which is the atmosphere 
m which the Holy Spirit loves to dwell and work. 

But the question has often and again been 
raised, “Are the rrsw/és all that should be, and 
can be reasonably expected" ? 

The following thoughts are submitted for con- 
sideration to the many thousands who arrange, or 
take part in the Week of Prayer in various parts of 
the world. 

A lady not long ago said, “When I was a child ! 
used to go to my room to say my prayers. | had 
one terror, that was a thunderstorm. I used to 
ask God to prevent any such storm, and I have 


since discovered that the prayer | really 


offered was that one ; all the rest was formalism, 
mere words or thoughts that did not reach the 
ceiling |” Could not many of us learn much from 
this? Do the majority of prayers at our meetings 
in public follow the models given in Holy Scripture ’ 
Let it be remembered that every believer should 
live in the constant habit of prayer. He should 
never be, as to place or condition, where he cannot 
speak to God and enquire concerning every event of 
the day. There is surely no place, no circumstance, 
where prayer is not a privilege, a necessity, and a 
joy to a healthy Christian; but when we come 
together to pray, do we go quite far enough, and 
absolutely according to pattern ? 

The Evangelical Alliance takes great and prayer- 
ful pains in preparing the topics for special inter- 
cession at the beginning of each year. Might not 
these topics be simplified so that the chairmen, 
the leaders of the meetings, or ministerial friends 
who refer to them might do so more helpfully to 
the memories of their hearers ?* 

As to the question of grayer itself. Do we suf- 
ficiently cry to God, “ Lord, feach us to pray”? 
When the disciples so cried, they were taught ' 
How divinely simple, direct, and to the point those 
seven petitions in what we usually call the Lord's 
Prayer. How surprised must those men have been 
with the brevity, the inclusiveness, the intensily ; 
and do not those three words express the neces- 
sities of our prayer meetings to-day? Alas, how 
often we hear many words and much sound, but 


little fetition Too often we lack a full heart--a 
yearning cry, which wé// Aave an answer. Some- 
times we forget Eccles. v. 2, “ God is in heaven ; 
thou upon earth ; therefore let thy words be few.” 

Let us look a little more closely into the prayers 
of Scripture. The first one recorded is Abraham's 
intercession for the guilty cities of the plain. Did 
God answer? He did, till Abraham ceased to 
pray. But mark how simple and direct the prayer. 
It was for one thing only. Then in Gen. xx. 17 
we have the definite prayer for Abimelech, with its 
immediate answer. In (-en. xxx. Jacob's name is 
changed to “ Israel." Why? “ Hecause as a prince 
hast thou power with God and with men, and hast 
prevailed.” The point here surely is the definite. 
ness. In Exodus xxxii. see Moses exceeding all 
men before or since (except the one whom He 
foreshadowed). He was heard, and graciously 
answered, although his prayer only occupies two 
verses in our Authorized Version — about seven lines. 
Could we on so solemn an occasion imagine that 
servant of (,od imitating the wordy utterances 
which sometimes waste the time of those gathered 
together in the name of the Lord for the most 
important of all our assemblies ? To come together 
to speak to God must surely be a matter of no 
secondary importance. Consider Joshua in the 
1oth chapter of his book, verse 12. He uses four- 
teen words !—the length of an ordinary telegram ' 
Had he spoken to the sun and to the moon merely 
from that day to this, no effect would have resulted. 
Had he spoken as too many speak io God, the 
sun and the moon would have been signiess ; but 
Joshua spoke to God, sending his short telegram 
to heaven, Anowing thal the sun and the moon 
would stand still. And they did! The infidel 
has always laughed at this “ unscientific iniracle ” ! 
Now the laugh is subdued : but, if not, what matter ? 
If He “who calleth them all by their names” lay 
in Bethlehem’s manger, and went voluntarily to 
lay down His life on the tree as substitute and 
surety for His people, Joshua’s miracle is indeed 
comparatively insignificant! For the moment | 
only urge one point—/ew words. 

Now let us turn to 1 Kings xvui. 36, and see 
Elijah on Mount Carmel. His altar built in the 
name of the Lord. His offering laid on the wood, 
the trenches filled with water. Baai’s prophets 
ready to return Elijah’s mockery and satire with 
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tenfold force. He speaks to God: v. 36, “ Lord 
(cod of Abraham, Isaac, and Israel, let be known 
this day that thou art God in Israel, and that | am 
thy servant, and that I have done al! these things 
at thy word. Hear me, O Lord, hear me, that this 
people may know that thou art the Lord God, 
and that thou hast turned their hearts back again.” 
Then the fire of the Lord feli! Of course it did. 
And “ the fire of the Lord” will fall when we learn 
to pray! Elijah used (above) about sixty words— 
the simplest possible words. Look atthem! But 
hehnew the fire would fall’ That is the secret of 
these servants prevailing. Too often we meet and 
“have a prayer meeting,” and are little the better 
for it! St. James evidently delighted in Elijah: he 
shows us that there was ne wavering. No, it was 
all blessedly real and definite. 

David could. teach us how to pray. Not till 
“the strong crying and tears” of our adorable 
Lord, were such prayers as David's ever heard. 
He prayed in the Holy Ghost. The theme is too 
deep, too vast to touch here. A word has just 
dropped from my pen Which must not be passed 
by, viz., “tears.”. “He beheld the city, and wept 
over it” (Luke xix. 41). Perhaps if we wept a little 
more, and felt a little more about the subjects we 


bring before the Lord, we might be more prevailing ! 
The Apostle Paul was evidently not ashamed of 
tears. “ By the space of three years | ceased not 
to warn every one night and day with sars,” he 
told the Ephesians (Acts xx. 31), and the godly 
Payson ‘once said he was only fit for his Lord's 
service when his heart was tender as on the day of 
his own conversion. Lastly, read Paul's wonderful 
prayer in Eph. iii. 16-21. Are we not struck with 
its conciseness, its depth, its sympathy to tender- 
ness, its confidence’? Lord, teach ws to pray ! for 
not till our hearts are exercised after this fashion 
can true widespread revival be expected. We who 
by grace are in the family of God, indwelt by the 
Holy Spirit, need but to realize what Pentecost is 
to the Church, to plead with a power and a confi- 
dence even beyond Old Testament saints, by reason 
of our standing in Christ and our knowledge of 
that standing. When shall we begin to learn 
what is possible to faith? “Lord, increase our 
faith”

EVANGELICAL CHRISTENDOM. 


The Alliance Mission Kattowitz. 


The Work in. 


Russia is Sve and Galicia ten kilometres from us, and 
in hne weather we can see both countrics from our house. 
In the first place we were led by (od’s Holy Spirit to 
pray for these poor countries, and soon after became 
assured that God had given us work there. Three times 
the Christians of Kattowitz sent one of their number on 
a mission tour through Russian Poland, ten days or a 
fortnight being given up to each journey. In this way 
we became acyuainted with the whole country between 
Kattowitz and snd im many places we dis 
covered, to our astonishment and joy, dear chilldees of 
God, some having meetings to attend, others pining in 
solitude. These were mostly Baptists Reformed and 
Lutherans of Bohemian and German nationality. The 
latter especially were generally left to themselves. In 
the large commercial town of Lodz, numbering 400,c0o 
inhabitants, of which 100,000 are Germans, they have 
meetings in many parts of the town, mostly held in the 
private rooms of simple people; and God has been 
blessing them for years, giving them to experience 
stirring revivals and to see true conversions. And in 
the neighbouring towns there are, even in these sad times, 
thirty religious meetings amongst German colonists. 
The great need of these scattered assemblies is shepherd. 


“ing, instruction, and to be cemented more closely . 


together. - We were invited in each place to hold one or 
more meetings, which were found to be helpful, but the 
need called for more. We spread the case before an 
earnest young Christian, one who had already worked 
with marked success in Kattowitz, but who had since 
returned to his secular employment in Florence; we 
asked him to come and reside in Lodz, carry on 
evangelistic work there, and pastoral work amongst 
God's people in the district extending from Kattowitz to 
the further side of Warsaw. There we hope to establish 
a centre for the mission in Russian Poland. This young 
brother obeyed our call, but the first journey served to 
convince him that the present time of distress, war, and 
revolution was not the time to begin labours amongst 
the people. So his going to Lodz is hindered for the 
present by one dreadful slaughter following another, and 
he still waits, month after month. How wonderfully 
God has blessed this waiting time ! Throughout this 
entire commercial district he has given his help in the 
work most energetically. During his missionary tour 
from Italy through Hungary and Austria to Kattowitz, 
he had done good -work in Teschen. Consequently he 
received a call from « converted minister in that locality 
to help him. Evangelistic work in Tegchen was followed 
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Foreign Countries. 


by a glorious revival amongst Poles and (-ermans, 
now hundreds in Austrian Silesia are rejoicing in the 
Light. The Lord is being glorified by means of 
wonderful work going on all over Austria, work which 
no amount of opposition or persecution can undo, 
Various small attempts at mission work in Galicia at 
length led to important openings for service, resulting in 
two longer missionary journeys through the whole of 
Galicia, that large tract of Polish country so little &memrn, 
extending os Gr os the 
Roumenia, Hengery. Yn many place: 
we were privileged to hold first meetings, in others we 
could only search out solitary Christians or lead to the 
Lord those who as yet knew Him not. 
Stanisiau, near Lemberg, is a stronghold for every 
mission, and hete converted ministers do faithful work. 
We were twice asked to send missionaries from there to 
the south-east of Galicia; this God enabled us to do. 
There were vacancies for teachers in these far-away 
places, amongst German colonists, and our brethren 
found doors open to them as assistant masters by both 
Church and State. In this way they were given oppor. 
tunities for service amongst adults and children, God 
helping them to spread the knowledge of our Lord Jesus 


by these means. A place called Konstantinowka was 


the home of our first mission scholar, Siellmach ; in 
another place the isolated colony of Dismantheim, a 
beloved member of our assembly, Gleiwitz, lives ; he 
sacrificed his employment in order to labour in this 
solitary mission station and instruct three hundred and 
forty souls having no teacher or guide. Beth brethren 
speak the Polish language, and so are qualified to preach 
the Gospel of Jesus Christ to the Poles around. They 
send us truly pathetic accounts of their meetings with 
the Ruthenians who live there. Their shy and retiring 
disposition makes them shrink away from us at first, but 
their confidence is readily won by our love for them, and 


- they become happy as children. Many ask for our 


All these 
openings for service, though small, are recorded with 
praise, as they surely give promise of a glorious harvest,

The General Secretary paid a visit to the Scotch 
capital on February 20th, and addressed a mecting 
of members and friends in the Goold Hall. In the 
absence of Lord Polwarth, Sir Archibald Campbell, 
Bart., presided, being supported by the Revs.

Letters of apology for alsence were read from the 
Lowd Provost of Edinburgh and others. 

Sir Archibald Campbell referred in kind terms to the 
long and valuable work of the Evangelical Alliance at 
“home and abroad. 

The General Secretary Mr. Hi. M. Gooch), after 
reading a letter from Lord Kinnaird, emphasized the 
important part taken by Scotland in the formation and 
progress Alliance, which owed its origin to the 
imstincts and practical interest of a Scotch Presbyterian 
elder. The address dealt with the principles and 
present efforts of the Alliance in many directions. At 
its close the following Kesolution, proposed by the

Visit of Rev. F. S. Webster to Exeter —

The apologies 
he absence included one from the Lord Bishop of 
Exeter. 

The Chairman, in opening the proceedings, said that 
in these days, when various public controversies were 
raging and did much to hinder a broad-minded Christian 
spirit, it was most helpful to have a society like the 
Evangelical Alliance, which, from time to time, gave 
Christians of all shades of thought an opportunity of 
meeting together and showing that there was something 
left of the common brotherhood of Christ among men. 
(Applause.) There were some Christians, perhaps, who 
did not agree with the Evangelical Alliance because they 
were pot the working of the 
organization, but who, if they became more familiar 
with the Alliance, its past history, and present attempts 
to bring a real Christian spirit into the country, would 
probably join, and have a more sympathetic feeling 
towards it. He urged that they should try to carry a 
Christ-like spirit—the spirit of the Alliance—into all 
public meetings. 

_ The Rev. F. S. Webster addressed the Conference on 
** Christ and His Church.” He remarked that a feature 
of the Charch of Rome was her effort to assert spiritual 
influetice over men in order to obtain political influence. 
He was not sure that the confederation of Free Churches 
in England was not in danger of drifting towards this 
mistake. He was sure that the Church of England had 
not been free from that mistake in times past. There 
was always a danger of Churches not being content with 
the functions of a spiritual body, but wanting to use 
influence to get political power. They ought to be in 
the same position in the world as Jesus Christ. Ile was 
rejected by the world, and His followers were a spiritual 
body called out from the world, and, like their Master, 
were not known by the world. 

Mr. H. M. Gooch directed attention to the quem 
principles, and especially the foreign work of the Alliance. 
He mentioned that the latest correspondence showed 
that branches were being formed in Russia, Iceland, the 
Cocos Islands, and the Gold Coast, and that the work of 
bringing all denominations together was being steadily 
prosecuted. 

Tea was kindly provided by members of the Women’s 
Protestant Union, after which a season of united prayer 
was followed with an address by Mr. Gooch on the 
Foreign work of the Alliance. 

At the evening meeting the chair was taken by Mr. 
Alderman Gadd, J.P., who spoke of the need for testi- 
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Speaking on “Christ and the Scriptures,” 
F. S. Webster said, in the course of his address, that if 
any statement coukl be proved by the Bible, he didn't 
Pope came to the front, he would 
up Book, and he knew he would win in 
end. The evidence of the Scriptures was the 
strongest evidence they could have of any truth what. 
Our Lord refuted his enemies by referring to the 
ures. It was the armoury from which He drew 
weapon to confound and confute his adversaries. 
were many earnest Christians who had become 
strangely nervous about the Bible. Talk to them about 
Jesus Christ and they could not say too much. But 
when asked if they believed in the Bible—every bit of it 


sometimes anxious that preachers should always and only 
declare the beauty and glory of Jesus Christ, and aut try 
to persuade people that this testimony was to be believed. 
Some people went so far as to say that Christianity lost 
a great deal by its unfortunate Jewish setting. He 
wished denominational rivalry would take a new form 
and stick close to every sentence of God's written 
Word. The ambition of some preachers scemed to 
be to see how fer they could tear up some portions 
of God's Word, deny some of its plainest . truths, 
and yet declare themselves devoted followers of Jesus 
Christ. He knew Society was doing its best to destroy 
the good instinct in the soul of man. People talked 
flippantly, but the very fact of their talking that way 
showed that in their inmost heart they knew they were 
made to be saints. In conclusion, he urged the audience 
not to be nervous about the Bible- They had had a 
great deal of criticism, and they were going to have 
more, That which was coming was going to be more 
irreverent than any they had had yet, for they were not 
going to be content with criticising the Book, they were 
going to criticize the Master Himself. They began with 
denying the Virgin birth, and they would, before long, 
deny the sinlessmess of Christ. That was what the 
critics were going to do. The morc, however, the Book 
was attacked the more it would prevail, because it was 
the very Word of God that spoke to the hearts of men. 

In a brief concluding address Mr. Ii. M. Gooch 


referred to the need for the work of the Evangelical - 


Alliance : (@) As a platform where the question is not 
asked, *‘To what Church do you belong?” (4) As a 
national and international standard to the Word of God 
and the Faith of the Gospel; (c) As an international 
agency for the promotion and maintenance of Religious 
Liberty ; and (¢) As an international Prayer Alliance.

Mr. James Drake presided, and the Secretary, having 
read the minutes of the last meeting, introduce’ Mr.

The chair was taken by Mr. Thomas Griffiths, who, 
after the minutes of the previous meeting had been reac, 
introduced Mons. Henri Bertschy, who spoke upon the 
work of the Paris Evangelical Missionary Society in 
Barutoland, and explained to the friends the nature of 
the work which was being carried out for the benefit of 
some 350,000 natives in that country. 

Miss Caine, who had recently returned from Ushin, 
spoke of the magnificent work being done by the China 
Inland Mission, and of the results obtained from the 
medical work carried on in conjunction therewith. 

A large and interesting gathering was hekl, by the 
kind invitation of Mr. and Mrs. Joseph Hill, at Selborne, 
Leigham Court Road, Streatham, 5.W., on February 
Sth, 1907, at which there were present about sixty 
members and friends.

At the recent Free Church Counc! Congress at 
Leeds, a remarkable scene took place. According 
to a contemporary, following an address by Rev. 
R. J]. Campbell, who moved the adoption of the 
Annual Report, “an elderly blind delegate, Mr. 
John King, of Gloucester, rose in the front of the 
area and expressed a hope that there would be no 
attempt at a wider comprehension in their Counc! 
that did not include acceptance of the Virgin Birth 
and the Atoning Death of their Lord. There were 
mixed cheers and cries that the delegate was out 
of order, but the President ruled that he was in 


order. Mr. King explained that he passed forty - 


years of his life in the Church of England. He 
wished they would all sing together ‘When |! 
survey the wondrous cross.’” 

This was subsequently sung “with thrilling 


fervour.” 


At the same Congress, Rev. F. B. Meyer, B.A., 
was set apart as Missioner of the Free Church 
Council. The resolution was moved by Mr, 
Compton Rickett, M.P., and seconded by Dr. 
Townsend, who spoke warmly of the deep spiritual 
power manifested by Mr. Meyer in his work and 
in his consecrated life. The resolution was carried 
by a standing and silent vote. Mr. Meyer in a 
dozen sentences said that on the eve of his sixtieth 
birthday he was beginning a new life. Mr. Cadbury 
told him it was his evening sacrifice. He asked 
all present to co-operate with him so that he 
might not dissipate the last years of his life. Our 
readers will join many others in earnest prayer for 
Mr. Meyer as he enters this new calling. 


‘Two important meetings were held in the Cannon 
Street Hotel on February 26th, to affirm the truths 
of the Gospel in view of the present peril of the 
Church.
